60,000 
workers on public

two years were predicted today 
by John W. Philp, assistant post­ 
m aster general. 
Philp said in an address here 
before the Bronx board of trade 
tha t on the basis of present es­ 
tim ates, 
double tha t 
num ber 
would be used for one year, with 
6,000 to be employed for 
each 
$10.000,000 spent. 
“For every m an employed in 
the work," Philp pointed 
out, 
•there will be five outside 
em ­ 
ployes engaged in factories, fab­ 
ricating plants and other indus­ 
tries furnishing m aterial used in 
the construction of these federal 
buildings.” 
Approx imately $504,000,000 is 
available for 
allocation w ithin 
the nex t 10 years, Philp stated, 
with $415 000,000 authorized 
for 
outside of the D istrict of Colum­ 
bia.

which appropriations hav e

OFFICERS WARNED OF 


NEW MUTINY SCHEMES 


Overcrowding 
and

ment Against Parole Board 


Believed Reasons. 


Joliet, HI., March 19—(A.P.) 


Fears that smoldering resent- 
ment of prisoners might flare 
anew into another riot today 
prompted officials to rule Illi- 
nois' two prisons with an iror 
hand to prevent a repetition ol 
yesterday's disorders in which 
five buildings were burned at the 
Stateville penitentiary. Property 
damage estimated at 
$300,000 


was done, three convicts were 
wounded by gunfire and three 
guards were beaten before 1,800 
milling prisoners could be driven 
back into their cells. 
Forewarned that a new upris- 


ing was planned in the older of 
the two prisons, prison authori- 
ties posted extra guards and 
state militiamen, to halt the .plot. 
They had the backing of the 
state government at Springfield, 
which indicated that the slogan 
of discipline would be "more 
guns and less talk." In addition 
to 200 guardsmen from four na- 
tional guard companies there 
were 200 highway police on duty, 
under command of their 
chief, 


Walter Moody. 
Overcrowding of men in both 


prisons, which are separated by 
five miles, 
and 
resentment 


against parole board procedure, 
were blamed by Warden Henry 
C. Hill for yesterday's outbreak in 
Stateville. Other sparks which 
helped to touch off the revolt 
were the killing February 22 of 
three prisoiers as they tried to 
escape from the old building and 
the rioting there last Saturday 
in which two prisoners were 
killed and two wounded. Another 
was the death of a prisoner in 


3olitary confinement. 
Surging into a furious start in 


the chair factory, i the revolt 
spread until nearly every convict 
out of his cell had joined to 
widen destruction. 


Before 3 p. m. Warden Henry 


C. Hill and prison guards had 
subdue'd the rioters and by 3:30 
firemen from Joliet had curbed

showed all were safely inside.

planted, to be the living memorial to Washington 
on the 200th anniversary of his birth on Feb. 22, 
1932. 


Here would be a memorial of living green, dis- 


tributed over the nation, the offering of tSe peo- 
ple in 48 states, indicative of the everlasting love 
they bear the man whose courage and genius 
helped found securely the nation. - 


The marble statue is cold, unfeeling; gleaming 


and brilliant but unresponsive to the busy life 
about it. The huge piles of stone that are dedi- 
cated as memorials to the great leaders of the 
land, have their place, but they lack the warmth 
and thrill of life. It would be different with 10,- 
000,000 trees, from ocean to ocean, trees of all 
kinds, in all places, each showing a part of the 
national affection for the Father of his Country.

„ ing to the German physician. 


During his experiments, Dr. Wolff exposed 


various germs to tobacco smoke and put them 
together with -unsmoked" germs into an oven 
generating a heat of 37 degrees centigrade. The 
result was, he claims, that the unsmoked germ; 
grew more rapidly than the others. 


In a second test, aiming at investigating tin 


destroying potentialities of the smoke, he ex 
posed the germs for a long time to it. The re 
suits were meagre. He succeeded in killing off 
only the germs of the "flu," while other less 
••tender" bacteria lived on, though coiisiderablj 
impeded in growth. 


Dr. Wolff believes that nicotine, formaldehyde 


and pyrrol, soluble ingredients of smoke, are th 
destroying and impeding factors.
